b. P&E/SI will continue to be responsible for the OSI 
project on “unidentified” flying objects, will maintain the OSI 
central ¢ le on such objects and will make available io A5D/SI 
the materi.] of this file which might bear directly or indirectly 
wpon man-made con-conventionsi air vehicles capable of “weapon” 
applications. It will retain its normal responsibilit.es in regard 
to electronic aspects of these vehicles (such eas navigat.onal 
and guidance sethods, techniques and equipments, evc.) and will 
assist ASD/SI in all imatters falling within its intelligence 
responsibilities as these wight be required to fully assess whe 
capebliliies aad limitat.ons of the non-conventional air vehicles 
considered as weapona or weapon s)steus.
